When the arrest was made the man 


gave two or three different names 
ut when Chief McHenry arrived to 
ook him over he was able to recog- 
nize him and he then said his correct 
name wag W. Rush DeHass"and that 
te formerly lived at DuBois, but re- 
ently had been living in Detroit, 
lich., where he had been employed by 
a steel concern.

W. Rush .DeHass was a prominent 


hurch worker and respected citizen 
of DuBois for a number of years, 
luring most of which time he held 
he responsible position of manager 
>f die Lauderbach-Barber Company. 


Along about February' 1913, some 


discrepancies were discovered in his 
accounts and when he failed to ex- 
>lain -them he was discharged from 
lis position 'and following a careful 
examination of t his books, suit was 
brought against'him in the Clearfield 
county cpiirts for the recovery of

The alleged embezzlement coyered 


a period ranging from Sept. 25, 1912 
;o February 1913, and 
embraced 


checks amounting to $500 given to 
Lauderbach-Barber & Co.|, by a cus- 
:omer, J. B. Curry, of Falls Creek, 
which had been endorsed by Manager 
JeHass but never deposited to the 
credit of the company. 


The suit was brought March 12, 


1914, and continued from May term 
of that year until June 7th, when a 
settlement was made, DeHass paying 
the 'costs in the case and $280.86 to 
Lauderbach-Barber Co.' 
Some time 


ater he moved with his family to 
Detroit, where he secured a good po- 
sition'with a steel manufacturing 
concern. 


About four weeks ago he started 


for work and dropped completely out 
of sight. 
Search was made for him 


through the city but not a single +-ace 
of him could be found. 
Relatives in 


DuBois were notified of his disap- 
pearance but he was unheard of in 
this section until his arrest Saturday. 


It appears that after leaving De- 


troit he came east as far as Altoona 
and as he had no money with him 
when he left home had since managed 
to live off the money and jewelry he 
found in the grips taken and the pro- 
ceeds received • from pawning 
the 


grips. He would operate in Altoona 
until the police got hot on his trail 
when he would side step to Clearfield 
and follow the same program. 


When asked by Chief McHenry his 


reasons for engaging in such petty 
stealing he said he did not 
know 


what got into him but .thought1 he 
went out of his head when he left De- 
Lro;t. 
When taken into custody and 


searched a bottle of aconite and a 
bottle of arsenic, enough poison to 
cause the death of a hundred men 
were found on his person. 
He also 


carried a bunch of keys of every de- 
scription numbering almost a hun- 
dred. 


Chief McHenry expected to be able 


to bring DeHass to Clearfield but on 
account of the-fact that the Altoona 
offices already had a bill of some $30 
in costs in that case they refused to 
release him and he was taken to Hol- 
lidaysburg jail in default of $500 bail. 


W. Rush DeeHass has a host of 


friends in DuBois, who stood, by him 
nobly through his difficulty with his 
former employer because they could 
not conceive of him being dishonest, 
and while the whole transaction was 
a peculiar cine and no one ever really 
got to the bottom of it, even the at- 
torneys for Laudebaeh-Barbcr were 
not satisfied it was a case of down- 
right embezzelmert hence civil in- 
stead of criminal uction for restitution 
That the whole trouble was caused bj 
a mental break 
down 
seems to be 


evidenced by this latest escapade.

The following letter is the view of 


a prominent farmer who is well 
known end it will be read with much 
interest by all who are interested in 
the problem of increasing taxation. 
Dear Editor: 


I am not given to rushing into the 


newspapers but have read with much 
interest the county •coirtqUsslonert 
reasons for raising the tax millag* 
as published' in yiiur paper .several 
week* ago. 


I have been waiting for aeme OM 


to reply to said reasons. 
But ar 


such a reply has not been mad* 1 
feel that there ar* two astottndmf 
statements made in saU reasons that 
the attention of the public should be 
called 
to.

First: They say the assessed val- 


uation of the county has remained for 
many years at 
about $20,000,000 ' 


Does any man with ordinary brain* 
believe that there has been no in- 
crease in wealth in the county foi 
so many, years? True,- the timber 
has disappeared. 
But the minera1 


developments are more valuable thar 
the timber ever 'was. v Then what of 
the thousands of new homes. 
TV 


business blocks, the mahufacturinr 
plants, the increase in population am' 
general improvements that are 


, Ten years Ago the taxes on my 
farm run from $50 to $60 per year. 
The present year they are $103.00 
I have made some improvements and 
the assessor has found them every 
time. 
My valuation has been raised 


50 per cent, and now the millage if 
raised 30 per cent, for county pur- 
poses. 
Why don't they find the 


other fellow, too? Or is the real 
reason for raising the millage be- 
cause the commissioners have been 
doing as they did this year with a 
certain manufacturing plant in Pike 
township, which the assessor assessed 
at $80,000, the same as the previous 
years.. 
The commissioners arbitrar- 


ly reduced it to $40,000. I am in- 
formed there are many similar in- 
stances in the county. 
I would like 


to learn jot a single farm 'valued at 
less than $4,000, or a home valued at 
$2,000 or less, that has been lowered 
in the assessed value. But the prop- 
erty owner most able to pay the taxes 
if there is a pull behind it, can es- 
cape, and of course the little fellow 
must make up for .the increase in ex- 
penditures. 
> 


Second: They say from a levy 


of $180,000 they can only 
realize 


$130,000. This is a loss of about 30 
per cent. 
Seven per cent, ought to 


pay the collecting and rebate. Five 
per cent, to eight per cent, ought to 
cover exonerations. 
What becomes 


of the other 15 per cent? We are 
not censuring the present board of 
commissioners more than their pre- 
decessors, if their statements are cor- 
rect. 
We of course knew there were 


continuel increased expenditurs. 
But 


these ought to be met by the contin- 
ual increase in valuations. If not 
then there must be lack of competent 
assessment.

, Ten years Ago the taxes on my 
farm run from $50 to $60 per year. 
The present year they are $103.00 
I have made some improvements and 
the assessor has found them every 
time. 
My valuation has been raised 


50 per cent, and now the millage if 
raised 30 per cent, for county pur- 
poses. 
Why don't they find the 


other fellow, too? Or is the real 
reason for raising the 
millage be- 


cause the commissioners have been 
doing as they did this year with a 
certain manufacturing plant in Pike 
township, which the assessor assessed 
at $80,000, the same as the previous 
years.. 
The commissioners arbitrar- 


ly reduced it to $40,000. I am in- 
formed there are many similar in- 
stances in the county. 
I would like 


to learn jot a single farm 'valued at 
less than $4,000, or a home valued at 
$2,000 or less, that has been lowered 
in the assessed value. But the prop- 
erty owner most able to pay the taxes 
if there is a pull behind it, can es- 
cape, and of course the little fellow 
must make up for .the increase in ex- 
penditures.

Second: They say from a levy 


of $180,000 they can only 
realize 


$130,000. This is a loss of about 30 
per cent. 
Seven per cent, ought to 


pay the collecting and rebate. Five 
per cent, to eight per cent, ought to 
cover exonerations. 
What becomes 


of the other 15 per cent? We are 
not censuring the present board of 
commissioners more than their pre- 
decessors, if their statements are cor- 
rect. 
We of course knew there were 


continuel increased expenditurs. 
But 


these ought to be met by the contin- 
ual increase in valuations. If not 
then there must be lack of competent 
assessment.
